Remarkable Contract In the Recent Utter- 


ances of These Eminent Men. 


Two eminent men of science, one 


Trench and one English, have told us 
recently what they think of the tenden- 
cies of the times and tho prospects of 
ho future. The Frenchman, M. Berthe- 
ot, is so vi&ionary in some of his ideas 
that they seem to be absurd. The Eng- 
ishman, Professor Huxley, is so con- 
servative thrt he is accused of extreme 
pessimism. Berthelot discussed the fu- 
me triumphs of chemistry nnder the 
subject of ' The World In the Year 
2000. " He declares that chemistry will 
hiruish deliverance from the social evils 
of the present day. This will be accom- 
plished in part by utilizing the heat of 
;ho sun and the central heat of the 
earth. The latter will be obtained by 
shafts two miles deep, and modern en- 
gineers arc equal to this task. Chemical 
transformation will be easy with etich a 
source of heat at command. 


When energy can be cheaply obtained, 


food can be made from carbon taken 
from carbonic acid, hydrogen taken 
from water and nitrogen taken from air. 
The work vegetables have so far done 
science will soon be able to do better, 
with far greater profn on, and inde- 
pendently of the seasons < r microbes or 
insects. TJhere will bo no passion to own 
land; beassto need not be bred for slaugh- 
ter; men will be milder and more moral. 
The reign of chemistry will beautify the 
planet, and there will be no need to dis- 
figure it W)th thd works of the agricul 
turist or with the grime of factories uad 
chimnc-j 4 It will recover its verdure, 
and the flora <rf the earth will be a vast 
pleasure gardep, and the human race 
will live in peace and plenty. 


Professor Huxley furnishes a sober 


contrast to this talk by the danger he 
sees in the present social tendencies. 
His speech the other evening was in 
protest against the proposed unification 
of London. He had the greatest respect 
for what is called the .great heart of the 
people, but had no great respect for what 
is called the great bead of the people. 
He imagined that in all things intellec- 
tuality required guidance, und that uni- 
versal suffrage was not the way to get 
at tbis guidanca The tendency of all 
democracies, however great and good 
they might be, was to believe in the 
doctrine of human equality. It was a 
profound mistake, which, some of these 
days, they would find out and should 
*TJ« the consequences. He thought the 
existence of the corporation of Londoi 
was one of the conditions by which thai 
doctrine might be prevented from Ac- 
quiring the great domination which it 
roight otherwi5j^ve.~New York Sun.

At the Presidential election in 1892 


there were 10,878 rote* polled in Nev- 
ada. Of these the Silver party polled 
7,284, the Republicans 2,811, and the 
Democrat* 714, a Silver party plurality 
of 4,453, and a clear majority of 3,739 
or ^r both Republican* and Democrats. 
There has been no defections us the 
Silver ranks since November 1892. It 
presents an unbroken front to the 
goldbags. Not a prominent member 
of it haa gone back to the old parties. 
On the contrary there have been large 
asses&ions to its ranks, and it is strong- 
er to-day than it was in 1892. Many of 
the ablest men in the old parties, and 
nearly all the farmers, miners aud 
workiagmen generally, in the State 
flght under its banner. There is vir- 
tually no Democratic organization in 
the State, and east of Wadsworth there 
is bat a mere skeleton of Republican- 
ism. The people have lost confidence 
in the Wall Street combination and 
will not affiliate with either wing of it 


In view of theje facts it is not prob- 


able that the Democrats will nominate 
State or County ticket* this year, and 
the Republicans, notwithstanding their 
Midwinter campaign, have no hope 
whatever of suuoe^s, and it id currently 
reported that mauy of those who were 
supposed to be candidates for State 
offices have upon sober, second thought 
concluded to keep out of the flght. It 
is stated that Governor Colcord will 
noh be a eaudidate, and would not 
accept the nomination should it be ten- 
dered him. Mr. Woodbnrn is not in 
the field for any office, in fact lie is 
said to be awaiting opportunity to ex- 
p..Be the duplicity of so called Repub- 
licans in the last campaign. Mr. Bar- 
tine tnay be in the field for Congress 
or possibly for Governor, until later hi 
the season, but it is not likely that he 
will care to lead a foloru hope. 


The sensible course for Republican0 


an 1 Democrats to pursue is to indorse 
tha frao coinage nominees, and all fall 
into Hue on the silver question. They 
would lose nothing by so doing and 
they would have the proud satisfaction 
of knowing that their practice would 
then be in acco-d with their preaching 
All sensible men know that neither the 
Republicans nor the Democrats are in 
favor of free coinage. The records of 
Congress prove that, and the'efforts o' 
u few Republicans in this State to 
attempt to make the people believe the 
contrary are unavailing. Let Nevada 
give its unanimous vote, as it should do, 
for the free coinage party, and its effect 
will be felt in New Yorkaud Massachu- 
setts iu the Presidential election twt 
years hence.

Under the new rule adopted by the 


Honsa of Representatives members art 
pai'l only for the days they are actually 
present. The salaries for the mouth 
of April are now due and every mem- 
ber is requested to certify to the num- 
ber of days he was absent. So far ae 
reported six days absence is the great- 
est number admitted by any member 
The pay of a Congressman is $13 69.3 
per day, so that the greatest "dockage" 
so far has been $82 19. What the ag- 
gregate deductions for the month of 
April will be cannot be ascertained 
until all the members have put in their 
certi Scales. 


Thei-3 is nothing but their word of 


honor required of members to show- 
bow mi ay days they have been absent. 
T »c>y feel reluctant to surrender a part 
of their salaries, and yet are bound ir 
honor to report the days for which de- 
ductions should be made.

It intends to 
reform the practice of the courts in ap- 
pointing receivers for railroads so that 
Judges of the Jenkins type will be 
restrained.

INDIAN FANOANGO. 


A I<ftrge Conclave of Bed Bf en. 


Johnson Sides, the great Indian 


Peace Maker, says the largest fandango 
he ever saw was held at vVadsworth 
last week. There were over 1,000 In- 
dians in attendance, Piutes, Washoes, 
Shoshones and Bannacks were repre- 
sented. There were delegations from 
Fort Hall, Idaho, Humboldt Wells, 
Austin, Wmnemucca, Lovelocks, Still- 
water, Carson, Virginia City, Eeno, 
Sierra Valley and Susanville. 


Captain Dave Numina spoke on the 


evils of drunkeness, and advised the 
Indians not to drink whisky. He said 
that it was the Indians own fault that 
they got killed by the cars. They 
should not go near the railroad when 
they are drinking, and they should not 
jump on and off the cars while they are 
moving. The white people do not want 
the Indians killed and the Indians 
must take care of themselves 


at the

for the benefit of the transportation 
fund of the army. 


It is not probable that any consider- 


able number of men will leave Sacra- 
mento to cross the Sierra Nevada and 
the deserts of Nevada afoot.

An Important Point. 


Professor Horsley, who is the chief 


defender of vivisection in England, de 
livered a remarkable lecture before the 
royal institution recently, which was 
illustrated by danng experiments with 
a rifle fired at animal tissues. The most 
important point was to show that death 
from a gunshot wound in the brain i£ 
due not to stoppage of the heart's action,. 
as asserted by the textbooks, but to the 
arrest of respiration. 
First aid to the 


wounded should therefore take the form 
of artificial respiration. The experiments 
were remarkably successful and proved 
that the professor is a good shot as well 
as a brilliant physiologist.—Exchange.

HUOTINO A BURGLAR. 


THE EXCITING 
EXPERIENCE OF A 


GRAND RAPIDS MAN. 


Tbe Hired Girl Was In It, Too, from Start 


to Finish—With Berolver and Dark Lan- 
tern the Householder Took to the War- 
pmth—Aa Unreasonable Wife. 


•It is dreadful to bo suddenly awak- 


lued at nigbt by a large, coarse burglar 
without any innate refinement, "said the 
Union street resident, "und when my 
wife awoke me Thursday nigbt, and in 
one of those whispers women invariably 
use after the lights are ont, and wbicb 
always cause a man's backbone to crawl 
ap behind hia ears, told me she was sure 
tbeie was a burglar in the bonse, I re- 
member requesting her to go down and 
refer him to tho Charity Organization 
society, because I was sure to get the 
grip if I left my warm bed and went 
parading around the honse without stop- 
ping to pnt on anything bet a defiant 
expression." 


"Did she go?" 
"She did not, although I explained to 


her that if she would merely step down 
stairs and speak to the burglar in a con- 
ciliatory way he would probably go 
away quietly, and there would be no 
trouble. 1 told her tbat if I should sud- 
den ly come face to face in my own bouse 
witb a crude, uncouth robber wbo had 
not been invited tbere, and wbo bad no 
letters of introduction, my fiery temper 
would probably get the better of me, 
and there would be an awful band to 
hand struggle, which would like enough 
inspire in me such a fiendish longing 
for warm, red blood tbat I would thrash 
around for weeks afterward killing re- 
spectable people on sight. 
I have al- 


ways striven for a bigber mission in 
hf'f than to go around shooting large, 
r..;,g<.d holts through the vitals of my 
fellow men, and for tbat reason I ex- 
plained to ray wifo bow even tt burglar 
might have loved ones dependent upon 
him for support, and that life was prob- 
ably just as dear to him aa it is to a 
member of congress. 


"But you can't talk any sense into a 


woman's bead after she has become 
imbued with the idea that tbere are 
burglars iu the honse, and at length, 
rutber than have any trouble over the 
matter, 1 arose, and grasping a revolver 
and lighting my 'boyla dark lantern 
started out to find that burglar and ex- 
plain to him tbat he must have been mis- 
led by tbe number on the door and got 
into the wrong house. 1 did not go 
down on a gallop, because I preferred 
to give the housebreaker a chance tc 
realize his danger and escape with his 
life while tbere was yet time. It seemed 
harsh and unfeeling to coldly shoot a 
man to death when"I did not even know 
what ward he voted in, and so I slam* 
nied things around and created consid- 
erable disturbance on tho way down 
stairs. 


"I looked under the door in at and 


turned my searchlight on th-i hatrack 
without finding a burglar atid was just 
on tbe point of returning up stairs to 
consult with my wife as to whether sbe 
cared to huvo tho parlor carpot mussed 
up with bis blood if 1 should find him 
when 1 caught a glimpse of a iorm 
robed in a long ulster start back from 
tbe landing and dash up stairs. My 
first impulse was to let the burglar stay 
up tbere if be cared to. because I coold 
nave got along on tbe gronnd floor 
well enough the remainder of tbe night, 
und 1 do not want to se«m inhospitable 
to anyone, but 1 realized tbat it was my 
duty to protect my family, and I took 
after him. Well, sir, I bad no idea there 
was so ranch fun in merrily romping 
around tho bonse with a burglar after 
business hours.' 
We made the first cir- 


cuit of tuy family residence within 19 
seconds, and though 1 could not locus 
tbe dark lantern quickly enough to get 
a good look at the housebreaker I could 
tell by his hoarse labored breathing and 
tha way in which be reached ont and 
covered space tbat he was a good deal 
anucyed by the turn affairs had taken. 
"I bad never seen n burglar act that 


way before, and it did a good deal to- 
ward restoring confidence. It seemed to 
me tbut a burglar who bad no more 
sang froid and nerve than tbat had bet- 
ter go home and take in plain sewing 
rather than try to rico out a precarious 
existence in tuo midnight marauding 
line, and tho i^ikction served to pnt so 
much boj ioii zeal and enthusiasm into 
my mad pursuit that tbe hem of the only 
garment with one exception thnt I was 
wearing at tbe time began to fray out. 
On tbe third lap we plunged heavily 
over the baby's crib in the nursery, and 
my wife covered up bur bead in tbe bed 
clothes and screamed, and the dog took 
after both of us, and there was trouble 
all around. 


"On tbe next round the burglar gained 


a trifle on me, and when be reached tbe 
kitchen he unbolted the back door and 
dashed out into the night, with a pierc- 
ing wail, and I after him. We tore 
around the honse twice and then down 
the sidewalk to tbe next bonse, where 
the burglar made n break for the bain 
in tbe rear. 
1 found him cowering in 


one corner of a box stall, witb bands 
upraised, and as 1 stood over him with 
leveled revolver the rays of my trusty 
dark lantern revealed a hired girl, wear- 
ing a wild, hunted look and a dun col 
ored robe de nnit made of outing flan- 
nel. 


"That was all. Silently and witb 


bowed, uncovered beads the girl and I 


( walked back borne, where tbe family 
' awaited us, and after she bad explained 
in a fatigued way tbat, bearing the 
racket 1 bad kicked up, sbe bad started 


, down stairs, and seeing me prowling 
| around tbe front ball bad mistaken me 
' for a burglar, we went to bed again, 
and my wife felt greuUy relieved. The 
next morning when i went down town 


j 1 saw my next doo* neighbor looking 
' curiously at tbe irregular splotches in 
bis driveway, whore the hired girl's 
pink toes bad dug into tho gravel, bat I 


; did not feel called upon to explain to 
him."—Grand Rapids Democrat.

A. Perfomuuice of \VhicU Moch Has Been 


Written Described by an Eyewitness—An 
Entertainment Wliich Pnt'tbe Boston 
Chaplain to Tblnking. 
Cairo lias an entertainment every Fri- 


day afternoon which draws well It is 
the function of the bowling and whirl- 
ing dervishes in the mosque of Kusr-el- 
Ain, on the road to old Cairo, near the 
bank of the Nile. There were formerly 
two entertainments, one of the howlers, 
the other of the whirlers. I do not know 
how they happened to be united. I sup- 
pose it came from the tendency toward 
consolidation and combination so preva- 
lent in these times. It is much more 
convenient now. In the former times 
tourists were obliged to hurry from one 
to the other, as they both came off at 
the same hour. Now they can go leisure 
ly after an early lunch. We assembled 
with 100 or 200 of our fellow travelers 
at the appointed hour, or rather some 
time before, in order to secure good 
scats. 


The performance is given in a circu- 


lar room crowned by a lofty dome. 
Chairs are supplied for a moderate sti- 
pend. On the occasion when we assisted 
there were about 30 performers. The 
leader of the troop was a very respect- 
able looking mail. He sat in tho place 


" ""•nor on one side of the room. The 


fdrnH£ Q semicircle in front of 


him. 
Tho exercise oC^ with ° short 


invocation and devout obeisa^rfis- 
Ati 


first the dervishes kneeled on mats. The 
leader opened with a brief chant, and 
tho others responded vigorously, duck- 
iug their heads to the floor. Then a be- 
nevolent looking senior member struck 
cp a, song which had something of the 
effect, of a pig under a gate. This seem- 
ed to bo stimulating, for all the others 
rose and began a rhythmic howling, keep- 
ing time by moving their heads forward 
and backward, with occasional varia- 
tions to the right and left. 


The howling was varied by a snort- 


ing chorus, which, with practice, be- 
comes very effective. This was followed 
by deep and loud breathing, the heads 
all the time wagging in the most vigor- 
ous manner. The accompanying music 
at first was only a flute and a small 
drum, but as they warmed up larger 
druro« and cymbals were brought in, 
and the more violent action was accent- 
ed by a tremendous din. About half the 
dervishes had long hair, and the move- 
ment of their heads was sufficient to 
throw it forward and backward at every 
stroke. This was a real addition to the 
effect. After they got well at work one 
•yf them glided into tho center of the cir- 
cle and began to whirl, keeping time to 
llio music and the howling, which kept 
going faster and faster. 


Now and then the leader would make 


a tigual to stop. Some of the performers 
seemed unablo to do this promptly, but 
kept 011 swaying and howling until they 
were run down. Only one of them fell 
in a swoon, and he seemed to be in a 
fair way to recover when we left. This 
was a slight disappointment. Some days 
tlicro are more events of this nature, 
which always increase the pleasure of 
tho audience. I am almost inclined to 
fear that tho "show" element has been 
allowed to creep into this performance, 
though it appears to bo carried on in 
dead earnest. There is no fee for admis- 
sion, but every visitor is expected to 
drop something into the'"plate" as he 
goes out, besides paying for his chair. 


Tho performers at first struck me as a 


"job lot" of loafers picked up in the 
street for the purpose, but I was assured 
by one who ought to know that they 
were real dervishes, well practiced in 
their business. Certainly no company 
without a good deal of practice could go 
through what they did without a great- 
er list of casualities. I did not see any 
indication on a single face that there 
was anything amusing about it. As this 
was a religious function, the chaplain 
naturally took the right of the line. I 
saw that he was intensely interested and 
presumed that he was looking for a 
deeper meaning underlying the strange 
spectacle. It seems that ho was consid- 
ering the possibility of introducing 
something of this nature to give warmth 
and color to tho religious services in the 
churches of Boston, which arc too apt to 
oe coldly decorous, especially under the 
chilling influences of the Back Bay. 


T^s o carefully selected and well or- 


Kauiccd troops, one of whirlers and 
tho other of howlers, would add real 
life and interest to any one of our 
churches where the members of the con- 
gregation are now apt to be sleepy. Any- 
liing in reason, the chaplain says, to 
get pfc?ple out of their ruts of self com- 
placency. I can scarcely venture to ex- 
press an opinion here as to the spiritual 
effect, but I feel sure that a congrega- 
tion, drowsy with overfeeding on baked 
beans and brown bread, would be made 
wide awake by joining moderately in 
exercises like those exhibited to us by 
the whirlers and howlers of Cairo.— 
Cor. Boston Herald. 


Fried lee Cream.

of fried ico cream, which is pronounced 
delicious by all who taste it. A small, 
solid cake of the cream is enveloped in 
a thin sheet of pie crust and then dip- 
ped in boiling lard or butter long enough 
to cook the outside to a crisp.
